The present invention is directed toward the field of smoke detection and uses radiation scattered from an 
incident beam in a monitored area to detect particles. 

Dl is a measuring device for detecting gas using modulated multiple beam infra red absorption. It is considered 
that claims 1-7, 15-26, 28-31, 4144, 46, 48, 50-53 are not novel in light of Dl. Dl does not disclose a laser 
. device. 

D2 is a fire alarm which detects fire by measuring the properties of scattered radiation emitted from multiple 
light emitting devices. It is considered that claims 1-7, 15-31, 4144, 46, 48, 50-53 are not novel in light of D2 
which discloses all features of the claims. 

D3 discloses a method of laser smoke detection and it is considered that claims 1-7, 15-31, 41 44, 46, 48, 50-53 
are not novel in light of D3 which discloses all features of the claims. 



INVENTIVE STEP (IS) claims 1-7. 15-3 L 36. 4144. 46. 48. 50-53 
Claims 1-7, 15-31, 4144, 46, 48, 50-53 as above. 

Claim 36: The feature of using a computer to implement a method as in claim 36 is considered to lack an 
inventive step in light of any of D1-D3 when combined individually with common general knowledge. Computer 
monitoring of building environment (eg. Climate control & burglar alarms) is very well known in the field of 
building maintenance. 



None of D1-D3 disclose or suggest the detection of smoke in sub-regions to localise its source and as such the 
remaining claims are considered to be hovel and inventive over the cited art.

Box No- VHI Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

1. Claims 4-8, 10-14, 16-27,30-31 and 33-35 are not clear because they arc cither appended to themselves or to an 
earlier claim which is appended to itself. For example claim 4 describes "[a] method as claimed in claim 4". This 
problem persists throughout the claims.
